General Tel 
Defends Local 

Track Record 


Three general Telephone 
Company executives met with 
Mayor Carl Griffin last week 
following his letter of com¬ 
plaint to the company about 
the quality of telephone ser¬ 
vice to Sierra Madre. Su¬ 
zanne Budovec, who is in 

charge of repairs and bill- 
lings, summed up the answer 
to Griffin’s queries in a tele¬ 
phone interview Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon, “A week ago we 
added the 19th line finder for 
quicker dial tone. Although 
it might be some time before 
we see improvement, it should 
be getting better by now.” 

She says that less than 3% 
of the calls are delayed com¬ 
ing into repair service when a 
customer dials 611 and she 
states that there is only a 
5% ratio of the complaints 
for every telephone serviced 
in Sierra Madre. 

Budovec adds, however, 
that the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission ruled that if that 
figure goes over 8Vo, it is 
“an unsatisfactory level of 
service.” That declaration 
was made following General 


Telephone’s last rate increase. 

“Our measurements indi¬ 
cate that during March over 
99Vo of all calls measured 
went through without any 
difficulty encountered,” she 
says. “Central switchrooms 
are monitored. Our people 
place calls as if they are a 
customer. Those are the calls 
that are being measured.” 

The News asked why there 
seems to be a need to dial 
three times before getting 
through to another number 
and she answered that it could 
be a bad trunk. "There’s 
no way we can guarantee you 
will get through on the first 
attempt. I can say that 
tomorrow you’ll pick up 
your phone and you’ll get 
perfect service but if any¬ 
one is dissatisfied with the 
normal procedure of request¬ 
ing repair service, that per¬ 
son should ask for the sup¬ 
ervisor.” 

Following the interview 
with Budovec, Chuck Beck¬ 
with, facilities manager, called 
the News to explain further

If you get lost, get to 
a trail safely and stay on it.

In what may be a fore¬ 
runner of future permanent 
action, the Sierra Madre City 
Council voiced a loud “No 
more” to any additional non- 
retail businesses for the city. 

At the urging of the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Merchants’ Associ¬ 
ation, the council unani¬ 
mously adopted a 4-month 
moratorium on the granting 
of city business licenses to 
non-retail type merchants 
unless a Conditional Use 
Permit is first obtained. 

Only one member of the 
council, Charles Corp, ex¬ 
pressed any concern over the 
action. Explaining his vote 
for the ordinance was based 
solely upon recommenda¬ 
tions previously taken by the 
city’s Planning Commission, 
Corp, a partner in one of Los 
Angeles’ major accounting 
firms and himself a Certified 
Public Accountant, said, “In 
reading this ordinance, I find 
my type of business to be 
undesirable.” He continued, 
“I don’t think we have all 
the information.” 

Referring to the rights of 
the property owner, the new¬ 
ly re-elected councilman said, 
“Every action we take seems 
to place more restrictions on 
the owner of property.” 

The latter statement 
brought a concurrence from 
Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bar- 
tolai who said, “Unless we 
do become more restrictive, 
we become the losers.” 

t 

During their discussion ot 
the temporary ordinance, it 
was noted that it became ef¬ 
fective immediately, lasting 
for 120 days. 

Some other types of new 
business activities that will be 
prohibited during the period 
unless granted a CUP are 
financial institutions such as 
banks and savings and loans, 
educational facilites such as 
schools and colleges, offices 
used for business, adminis¬ 
trative, service, professional 
purposes and recreational 
and entertainment facililties. 

The newly-adopted ordi¬ 
nance will appear in next 
week’s issue of the Sierra 
Madre News. 


While supportive of the 
non-retail business mora¬ 
torium request, the council 
took no action on another 
requested item proposed by 
Merchants’ Association 
spokesperson Marley Sander¬ 
son. She urged the council 
also take affirmative action 
restricting the amount of 
signs both inside and out¬ 
side a place of business. 

She urged that a merchant’s 
w *..«2 *v space be obstructed 
no more than 40% of the glass 
area by signs or other impedi¬ 
ments to looking into a busi¬ 
ness. 

On another matter receiving 
Planning Commission ap¬ 
proval, however, the council 
on a 3 to 2 vote, rejected the 
commissions’ actions, at least 
temporarily. On a motion of 
councilman Tom Edwards, 
also newly re-elected and sec¬ 
onded by the newest coun¬ 
cil member, Lisa Fowler, and 
supported by Mayor Pro Tern 
Bartolai, the council returned 
to the commission for addi¬ 
tional evidence the request of 
Pasadena resident Robert Far¬ 
rell to construct an 8-unit 
condominium at 45 East High¬ 
land. 

In support of their position 
the matter should be referred 
back to the Planning Commis¬ 
sion. Edwards said he could 
find rio demonstrated need 
for another condominium on 
Highland, and Fowler noting 
the laws for development of 
property by the property own¬ 
er are very well defined asked, 
“What are the rights of ad¬ 
joining property owners? They 
need definition.” 

In response to a specific 
question from Fowler, Farrell 
said each proposed unit would 
have approximately 1500 
square feet plus a 400-square 
foot garage and would prob¬ 
ably be offered for sale in 
the $125,000 to $130,000 
range. 

The only opposition voiced 
at the Tuesday night coun¬ 
cil meeting came from Rich¬ 
ard and Marie Harley. As a 
result of the council action, 
the matter will again be heard 
by the PLanning Commis¬ 


sion May 20 and the coun¬ 
cil on May 25. 

The thorniest issue of the 
evening for the council may 
very well have been the one 
between the Sierra Madre 
Friends of the Library and 
the Sierra Madre Women’s 
Club. 

The result between these 
two leading city institutions 
. . . Friends of the Library, 
5; Women’s Club, 0. 

The council unanimously 
supported the Friends in its 
request to deny the Women’s 
Club a Temporary Usr Per¬ 
mit to sell cookies on the 
City Hall front lawn this week¬ 
end during the Friends’ An¬ 
nual Art Fair . 

The women had requested 
use of the city’s property 
because it objected to the 
prices charged by the Friends 
to participate in the Fair. 

Women’s Club spokesper¬ 
son Jan Maddox stated that 
payment of a $15 registration 
fee plus 15% of the gross 
sales would “eat up” all of 
the cookie sale profits. 

Friends’ spokesperson 
Howard Wagner said that if 
the Women’s Club could take 
advantage of the -air traffic 
without payment of specified 
tariff, there was nothing to 
prevent other organizations 
from also setting up booths 
outside the City Park in or¬ 
der to take advantage of 
fair traffic without payment 
of the fair’s fare. 

While graciously conced¬ 
ing to the will of the coun¬ 
cil, Maddox noted the Wo¬ 
men’s Club had given $1500 
to the Friends in 1981, a 
part of that money was de¬ 
rived from its cookie sales 
which it would not have in 
1982. 

Plans of the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District, of which 
Sierra Madre is a part, were 
outlined to the council by 
School Superintendent Ramon 
C. Cortines. 

Cortines told the council 
members the school board, at its 
May 25 meeting, will act on 
his curriculum recommenda¬ 
tions but will delay until next 
Tl*oa* turn to Pag*!

Farewell 
to a dear friend 

Sugar Reed 

July 3,1965- May 16,1981 

We lost our dog this past weekend. 

To us it was like losing an old and dear 
friend from childhood because it seems like 
we’d always had Sugar. 

She came to us six weeks after she was 
born, a tiny little black ball of Scottish ter¬ 
rier fur, trembling a bit because she wasn’t 
sure who we were. The first night, even though 
the Midwestern weather was warm in August, 
we placed the hot water bottle and alarm clock 
in her basket. She never whined for her dog 
family after that but adopted us quickly and 
lovingly. 

Our children were quite small and referred 
to this new little friend as “Sugar-baby” and 
“Sugar-puss” and soon she thought that was 
the name we'd chosen. That was the name the 
girls called her but my husband and I pre 
ferred "Mrs. Hudson” for a middle name. 
Mrs. Hudson, as you Arthur Conan Doyle 
readers remember, was Sherlock Holmes' 
housekeeper, and since Sugar was always the 
keeper of our house, It seemed only fitting to 
call her Mrs. Hudson. 

She came from show dog lineage but 
ignored those lines and chose instead to be 
the family pet. We always suspected that we 
were her pets instead but she never let us know 
that’s how it really was. 

The larger the animal, the gruffer Sugar’s 
Scottish “burr” would sound. She allowed no 
one to invade her family’s territory and would 
get downright testy if any other animal tried. 

She was fiercely loyal to the children, 
laughing when they laughed and crying when 
they cried. And no matter where they were 
sitting or standing, she always managed to 
squeeze between them to make sure she 
touched them with her love. 

When she caught and killed her first 
mouse, our daughters took the poor dead crea¬ 
ture by the tail and walked around the neigh¬ 
borhood showing Sugar’s great feat to the 
astonished faces who answered doors. Sugar 
was not only their champion but she was a 
defender of the home. 

When we prepared to move from the Mid¬ 
west to Hawaii, many people asked to keep 
Sugar for us. She was the town’s only Scottish 
terrier, a unique and bright little friend who 
loved to roll in the snow, chase rabbits out of 
the backyard and sit under the sprinkler on 
lazy summer days. 

We could not have given her up for any¬ 
thing. And she waited out the terrible four 
months of rabies quarantine necessary for 
bringing an animal into Hawaii. Finally she was 
home with us once more. 

And by the time we moved to California 
cataracts were beginning to form over her 
eyes and her hearing wasn't as keen as it 
used to be. 

A month ago we discovered her con¬ 
gestive heart failure, then a week ago the 
tired old machine — almost 16 years old, over 
100 in humans — simply failed. She was literal¬ 
ly tired to death. 

Sugar cannot be replaced. And her collar 
will remain on our mantle to remind us what 
being a friend really is.

“Anyone can learn to 
sculpt,” she says, “as long 
as they can see, understand 
and have norman physical 
dexterity.” 

To this gifted teacher, art 
is an“essential element in 
man’s life. People need it in 
order to exist. It is a way 


for us to express our feel¬ 
ings and ideas.” She speaks 
of those who remain hidden 
in their house with their own 
lives, unable to communicate 
effectively with the world 
outside or to share their 
talents with others.

EMTs Celebrate 10th Anniversary This Year 

Thp 51 o r r n 1 n r. 


The Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department 
Emergency Medical Team is celebrating its 10th 
anniversary this year. Since its inception, the 
team has responded to ever 5,000 calls for 
assistance from the community. The following 
is a brief rundown on the program which will 
allow residents to better understand the vol¬ 
unteer composure and operation of the team. 

WHO ARE THE EMERGENCY MEDICAL TECHNICIANS OF 
THE SIERRA MADRE VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT? 

There are 15 Emergency Medical Technicians 
who are also volunteer firemen. They carry 
radio pagers at all times, and are available 
to respond from any location within the city 
for fires and rescue calls. Additional fire¬ 
men are requested to assist on an "as needed" 
basis when the Emergency Medical Technicians 
are short handed. 

WHAT TYPE OF TRAINING DO THEY RECEIVE? 

A one semester course, which includes a min¬ 
imum of 72 hours of classroom study and 100 
hours of training ir» an emergency room of a 
local hospital. EMT-lA's receive schooling in 
advanced first aid, basic life support, splint¬ 
ing, extrication, and transportation. 

rHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN AN EMT-1A AND 
PARAMEDIC? 

Paramedics spend four months or approximately 
300 hours in the classroom with an additional 
300 hours of field instruction. They are trained 
|Ln all aspects of training as the Emergency 
fedical Technicians, and additionally are 
:aught to start IV's, administer drugs, oper- 
ite field EKG’s, defibulate the heart electri¬ 
cally, and communicate via radio to hospital 
jase station emergency rooms. 

WHAT EQUIPMENT IS USED BY THE SMFD EMERGENCY 
MEDICAL SERVICE PROGRAM? 

Rescue units include a rescue ambulance, a 
rescue/service unit, and one rescue/salvage 
unit.

The Sierra Madre Fire Department is 
therefore, appreciative of donations for its 
ambulance replacement and medical supplies 
fund. 

Any questions regarding the program, its par¬ 
ticipants or practices, should be forwarded to 
the Medical Captain, George Maurer, at 355-1414. 
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The City Council has begun the 1982-1983 Budget 
process and invites the community to partic- 
pate in this process.

A final review of the 
entire budget and projected revenues is then 
performed. Services and programs are adjust - 
ed accordingly along with required transfers 
from the various reserve funds and the budge t 
is ready for adoption. 

The State of California over the past two yea rs 
has been reducing the amount of funding pro¬ 
vided to the city in the way of revenues and 
assistance. This year it is again proposed 
to reduce this funding.

The curriculum recommen¬ 
dations will result in strength¬ 
ening the science, reading 
and language skills of the stu¬ 
dents, according to Cortines. 

The reorganization plans 
call for changing the school 
system from the present 4- 
level system to a 3-level sys¬ 
tem.
